To do so, he said, would be to 


reject the democratic process 
"and we in the United States 
are accustomed to being bound 
by a majority vote."

too much money or not, is liv- 
ing beyond its resources, is a 
very difficult question, which 
we will have to address. 


"And I think that my own 


view is that it has spent too 
much money in the past. And 
we have probably contributed 
more than our share."

Rate Hike Foes 
Charge Arkla Is 
Downright Greedy

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Ar- 


kansas Louisiana Gas Co. was 
charged Tuesday with asking 
for rate increases that were un- 
just, unrealistic and "downright 
greedy." 


Tom Burton of Houston, Tex., 


an attorney for Continental Oil 
Co., made the remarks at the 
opening of a hearing by the 
state Public Service Commission 
on whether to allow Arkla to 
impose higher rates Nov. 15. 


Burton told the PSC Tuesday 


there was no immediate and 
impelling need to put the new 
rates into effect. 


Arkansas contends it needs to 


increase rates to raise funds to 
tap new reserves in the Anadar- 
ko Basin of Oklahoma in Texas 
because of a growing gas short- 
age 


The proposed increase would 


average 32 per cent per 1,000 
cubic feet of gas, or an average 
increase of 20 per cent. 


Reuben Goldberg of Washing- 


ton, DA' . ArkLa's special coun- 


sel, said the utility required high- 
er rates to attract investors and 
capital. 


"It is self-evident that if you 


don't have the rates and the 
means of passing on increased 
costs to the customers, you're 
not going to be able to demon- 
strate an adequate cash flow or 
that you can count an accept- 
able plan of financing," Gold- 
berg said. 


Joseph H. King of New York 


City, chairman of the board of 
Eastman Dillon, Union Securi- 
ties and Co., Inc., testified that 
Arkla would not be able to fi- 
nance a proposed pipeline to the 
Anadarko Basin without higher 
rates. 


During the testimony, Burton 


said Arkla's application was pre- 
mature 
because 
of the 
un- 


certainity over what measures 
the federal government will take 
during the postfreeze phase of 
President Nixon's economic pro- 
gram 


The U.S. government forced pained in question, even by 


some administration officials' 
accounts. 


Although they maintained Ro- 


gers was not directly linking 
the U.N. defeat and American 
financial support, they acknowl- 
edged the way he explained his 
stand and even the positioning 
of his answers could be mis- 
read. And they lacked any ex- 
planation why Rogers' answers 
came out as they did. 


But there was no uncertainty 


of his disappointment in the 
U.N. action and his expressed 
feeling of bad times to come 
for the international agency. 


"The United States," he said, 


"deeply regrets the action tak- 
en by the United Nations to 
deprive the Republic of China 
of representation in that organi- 
zation. We think that this prec- 
edent ... is a most unfortunate 
one which will have many ad- 
verse effects in the futue." 


Although he was not specific 


about any weakening of the 
United Nations, he did say U.S. 
public support for the U.N. gen- 
erally, and for continued Amer- 
ican fiscal aid specifically, will 
be affected. 


"I think there is some ques- 


tion in the minds of the Ameri- 
can people," he said, "and cer- 
tainly in the minds of Congress, 
about whether we are carrying 
too great a share of the bur- 
den."

"We have no indication that 
there was a hitch. I think they 
made good progress."

State Hospital in Phoenix. 


Years later, Gov. Howard 


Pyle commuted her death sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, with 
no possibility of parole. 


During her many year.s at the 


state mental 
hospital, Mrs. 


Judd escaped seven times. The 
latest disappearance 
was Oct. 


8, 1962. She stayed hidden until 
June 1969 when she was dis- 
covered working as a domestic 
for a San Francisco family. 


TOKYO ( A P ) -

was won by the Chinese people 
and the people of the world and 
various friendly countries up- 
holding international justice 
through a protracted joint 
struggle."

En-lai would 


head it to dramatize the event. 


The Peking correspondent of 


Tokyo's Asahi Shimbun said 
Chou appeared cheerful Tues- 
day night at an Iranian recep- 
tion, moving from table to table 
and shaking hands with all for- 
eign guests. The report said it 
was quite "unusual" for Chou 
to do so much handshaking at a 
party. ...

Although Washington's built-

wound up with the winners on 
most issues except colonialism. 
Most of its other defeats have 
been on comparatively minor 
issues. 


The U.S. record is far better 


than that of the Soviet Union. 
Moscow has been condemned 
for such acts as the military in- 
tervention in Hungary, and the 
Soviet Union is more often than 
not on the losing side of U.N. 
votes. Britain and France have 
lost some major battles, too.

Navy has nearly completed its 
Vietnamization 
program 
and 


has only 24 river craft, four 
bases and 14 radar stations still 
to be turned over to the South 
Vietnamese, official sources 
said today. 


The disclosure heightened 


speculation that President Nix- 
on, in his mid-November an- 
nouncement on further U.S. dis- 
engagement from the war, will 
set a completion date for the 
U.S. 
troop withdrawal. 


Present plans call for the 


Navy to complete its Vietnam- 
ization program by next July, 
but informed sources said U.S. 
advisers would be needed for a 
long time in electronics, radar, 
ship repair, maintenance and 
logistics. 


The U.S. Navy will announce 


on Friday that a Vietnamese 
officer will take command of 
one of its major bases in South 
Vietnam, at Nha Be, 10 rniles 
south of Saigon. The U.S. com- 
mander there will become an 
adviser to the South Vietnam- 
ese commander, and later the 
base will be given officially to 
the Vietnamese. 


Since 1968, the U.S. Navy has 


turned over 939 ships, boats 
and other craft to the South 
Vietnamese navy. It also has 
given the Vietnamese 29 bases 
and four radar stations. 


U.S. naval forces operating in 


South Vietnam have been re- 
duced from a peak strength of 
35,000 to 9,700 men. 


The Vietnameser navy now 


numbers about 40,000 men.

Q. My brother-in-law and I 
filed for disability benefits in tht 
same month. He received some 
back pay when his claim was 
approved, but I did not. Why is 
this11 


A. The date of entitlement to 


benefits 
relates 
to 
the 


established date of onset of the 
disability rather than to the date 
the claim is filed. Apparently 
your brother-in-law became 
disabled at an earlier date than 
you. 
Disability benefits are 


payable beginning with the 
seventh month after the month of 
the disability onset. 


Q. Does social security pay 


benefits 
based 
on 
partial 


disability? I ask this because I 
receive a check based on 60 per 
cent disability from the Veterans 
Administration. 


A. Social Security does not 


rate disability in terms of per- 
centage. The law provides that in 
order to be considered disabled 
for social security purposes, a 
person must be unable to per- 
form substantial gainful activity 
for at least 12 consecutive 
months. This must be supported 
by medical evidence. 


Q. Are persons who suffer self- 


inflicted injuries, or injuries 
caused by carelessness, entitled 
to disability benefits under social 
security? 


A. The cause of injury or 


illness is not material in 
determining 
a 
person's 


eligibility for disability benefits. 


Q. I am a patient in a 


tuberculosis hospital and have 
been approved for disability 
benefits. Will my checks stop 
when I am released from the 
hospital? 


A. In most cases payments will 


not stop immediately. However 
you are required to notify the 
social security office at the time 
of your dismissal so that a 
determination can be made as to 
your continued entitlement to 
benefits. 


Q. I am 63 and receive reduced 


retirement 
benefits. 
Three 


months ago I suffered a stroke 
and little improvement is ex- 
pected. Am I entitled to higher 
benefits 
because 
of 
my 


disability? 


A. Since you are still under age 


65, it is possible that you could 
establish 
entitlement to a 


disability benefit which would be 
a little higher than your reduced 
retirement benefit. You should 
call or visit the social security 
office for more detailed 
in- 


formation.

Hughes Didn't 
Know of His 
Condition

DETROIT i APi 
Is it pos- 


sible for a strapping athlete to 
play the bruising game of pro- 
fessional football with only one 
of three main arteries supply- 
ing blood to his heart at a nor- 
mal rate, a second only 30 per 
cent operative and a third near- 
ly inoperative? It sounds im- 
possible, or at least implau- 
sible. 


But 28-year-old Chuck Hughes 


of the Detroit Lions did it and 
no one, neither he nor his doc- 
tors, knew that he had the con- 
dition which led to bus death. 


Hughes died Sunday of a 


heart attack caused by a blood 
clot and hardening of the ar- 
teries. He was pronounced dead 
at a Detroit hospital less than 
an hour after he collapsed on 
the field at Tiger Stadium with 
one 
minute: remaining in a 


game 
against the 
Chicago 


Bears. 


Although no one knew Hughes 


had hardening of the arteries, 
the 6-foot, 180-pound wide re- 
ceiver had complained of chest 
pains earlier this year. 


After being hospitalized for a 


short time when he suffered an 
injury Sept. 4 in an exhibition 
game against the Buffalo Bills, 
he was held out of action until 
he 
played 
briefly 
Sept. 
26 


against the New England Patri- 
ots. 


Prior to the Patriots game he 


told a reporter: "I don't know 
what's wrong. I have had sharp 
pains in my stomach and rny 
chest and they've made all 
sorts of tests, but nobody seems 
to be able to figure them out. I 
want to play, though. They 
aren't that bad. 


"They thought I broke a rib 


or two, but that's not it. I guess 
I'll be all right." 


Dr. Richard A. Thompson, 


one of two Lionsteam physi- 
cians, said Hughes was given a 
cardiogram 
and 
arteriogram 


and that these, along with other 
laboratory tests, failed to show 
anything wrong.

One myth about the cost of 


life insurance has been de- 
molished -— though not very 
publicly, so far— by a new 
method of calculating policy 
costs. 


The myth: "There's not 


much difference in the cost 
of life insurance, from one 
company to another, for a 
given size policy." 


The new cost formula, ap- 


plied to the policies of 40 
major companies, shows that 
insurance issued at age 35 
costs nearly twice as much, 
from 
the 
most 
expensive 


company, as from the least 
expensive. 
Specifically, 92 


per cent more. 


The answer to the ques- 


tion, "Does it pay to shop 
around for life insurance?" 
is, therefore, a resounding 
YES. 


Worked out by an industry- 


wide committee, the new 
"interest-adjusted" 
method 


of calculating costs takes a 
realistic view, at long last, 
of the effects of interest lost 
or earned, when premiums 
are paid or dividends re- 
ceived. 


If you've ever had an in- 


surance 
agent explain the 


••real" cost of a policy, using 
the traditional method, you 
heard something like this: 
"Over a 20-year period, the 
premiums of $240 a year 
total $4,800. Meanwhile, you 
w o u l d 
receive 
estimated 


dividends of $1,500. Subtract 
that 
from premiums, 
and 


your net cost is only $3,300, 
or $165 a year." 


This fails to take into ac- 


count the fact that when you 
pay $240 at the beginning of 
the year, you are out not 
only the $240, but the inter- 
est that you could have col- 
lected 
had 
the 
$240 
re- 


mained in your savings ac- 
count. You forego the inter- 
est this year, and each of the 
next 19 years.

Stores Must 
Have Price 
Lists Ready 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Some merchants don't know 


it. but by Nov. 1 they must h;m> 
available for public inspection a 
list of ceiling prices on all item:- 
they sell. 


Merchants who do know alxmt 


the requirement, sot out in an 
Office of f.merfiency Prepared- 
ness directive, say the difficulty 
in complying by the deadline is 
titanic. 


All businessmen contacted in 


an Associated Press survey said, 
however, that they intended to 
comply, despite the difficulty. 


W. D. Todd, who operates 
Todd Appliance Co. in North Lit- 
tle Rock, said Tuesday, "I didn't 
know there was any such or- 
der." 


"Gosh, we're falling more un- 


der dictatorial business as time 
goes by," he said. "But if that's 
the law, then we'll try to get a 
list posted." 


He estimated that roughly 1,- 


000 to 1,200 items are sold in 
his business, each of which must 
be placed on the ceiling price 
list. 


"That would take a day or 


two full time and I just don't 
have the time to mess with 
that," Todd said. "But if that's 
what I've got to do, I guess I'll 
do it." 


The OEP order of Oct. 12 pro- 


vides that: 


—On each floor of a sseller's 


establishment he must have at 
least one sign, minimum of 30 
by 40 inches, announcing that 
ceiling price 
information is 


available. 


—The sign must be headed 


with the words: Ceiling Price 
Information. 


—The language 
under the 


sign's heading must be: Infor- 
mation regarding 
the 
lawful 


ceiling price for any item sold 
by this store may be obtained 
by filling in a ceiling price in- 
formation request form available 
at (specify location) and by 
handing it to (fill in). You will 
receive a speedy answer by 
mail. 


—On each selling floor, the 


store owner or operator must 
have at least one location where 
the celling price information re- 
quest form is available. 


The form includes spaces for 


the name of an item, its retail 
price, style number, department 
where sold and the name and 
address of the inquirer. The di- 
rective says that upon getting 
a request, the seller must 
respond with information within 
48 hours. 


A spokesman for Safeway 


Stores said signs should be going 
up this week in the firm's 71 
stores in Arkansas and four 
neighboring states. 


The master list for the Safe- 


way chain will involve more 
than 6,000 items and the request 
forms already are being distri- 
buted to the stores. 


"We busted our backsides, but 


we'll be ready to go by the 
deadline," the Safeway spokes- 
man said. 


He said he sympathized with 


the small retail stores that 
lacked a computer-based 
ac- 


counting system that reduces 
the burden of compiling a master 
ceiling price list. 


"It must be an almost insur- 


mountable task for him," the 
Safeway man said. "Some of 
those little guys—I don't know 
how they're going to do it." 


A spokesman for the J. C. 


Penney Co. said that the firm's 
New York office, aided by com- 
puter systems, no doubt was 
working on the problem and 
would have appropriate materi- 
als distributed to the stores by 
the deadline. 


"We may have an advantage 


in that we don't exercise local 
control over pricing—ours is the 
same systemwide," the Penney 
spokesman said. He offered a 
ballpark estimate of 200,000 to 
500,000 on the number of items 
Penney's sells. 


Tad Phillips, executive vice 


vice president of the M. M. 
Cohn Co. store in Uttle Rock, 
said his firm was working at 
the "herculean task" of compil- 
ing a list of prices on the 
store's items, which number an 
estimated 250,000. A novel of 
250,000 words is considered a 
fair-sized chunk of work, but a 
list of '25i' 000 items is likely to 
involve many more won is to 
cover the item's description 
price and so on.
